In 7816 and for many years afterward, Terre Haute was one of the 
leading business centere of the Northwest Territory, People came into 
this nart of the country for various purposes, as lan? hunting, fur 
trading, lumber manufacturing, and from these Terre Haute became a 
center of shipsinr, both for goods oonin" into the locality and for 
the products of the country rolne out of this locality. The Wabash 
River nt that time, and for many years thereafter, Deine the hiehvay 
for much commerce, Terre Haute is one of fe larser centers, and many 
towns alone the Wabas were used for e ch rine voints for supplies of 
the county, both going and coming. Varl us industries, to meet the 
needs of the population at the time, opran* up and some wre to treat 
importance, and then died down and passed avay. These industries that

States Constitution when the last of them in operation at that tine 
quit business and started to making denatured alcoho? and other dis- 
tillations. The first distillery I have found мав that of Joseph F. 
Jenokeg, located on the National Road about two miles east of Terre 
Haute, on the alte of what la now the Highland Lawn Cemetery, 

The MoGregor Distillery at First and Park Streets, was first owned 
oy Alexander Мсбгерог and later sold to Hulman & Cox, and then to Crawe 
ford Fairbanks, and possiole others, 

The distilleries organized after 1880 were the Indiana Distillery, 
Merchants Distilling Co., United States Industrial Alcohol Со. American 
Distilling Co. and the Commercial Distilling Co. 

These distilleries of the later type did an ir^ense amount of buss 
іпеса. Nearly all of them grinding and distilling ав much as 10,000 
bughels of corn a day, and busy most of the time, 

They have all passed away except the Commercial Distillery, which 
is now the Commerotal Solvente Corporation, whose product 1e not hie- 
кеу, but the products and dletillattong other than for beverace purposes, 
ELECARIC LIGHT COMPANY 

The first eleotrio licht company which overated in Terre Haute 
waa the Terre Haute Electric Light Co., organized in 1855, its pres- 
ident belnc A.J.Crawford, and its secretary, Edwin F1118. It was 
100 ted in а building formerly occupied by the Bramble Lock CO., а two= 
story brick vullding located south of the Vandalia Railroad on the west 
side of North Center Street. This company supplied street lieht for 
the city of Terre Haute in 1226, taking the place of the mas 86 
furnished by the 014 Terre Hauts das Company. This company started 
first with two dynamos of 50 arc lírht8 each and these were used in the 


retail stores and the Vandalda yards, This company went out of busine

FORMER JEWELERS OF TERRE HAUTE

I entered the store of Sheldon Swope August 24, 1872. The 
store was then located at No. 76 Main Street, now No. 308 Wabash 
Avenue. Henry F. Schmidt and Albert Froeb were in the store at 
that time and later: both men are still in business on Wabash Ave- d 
nue.

Caesar Russell, a noted Frenchman, had a store where the United Trust 
& National Bank Building now stands; Charles Lightner later moved into 
the same room; а prominent jeweler from 1860 to 1880 was Jacob Kern, 
father of Joseph Kern; he had his store in the room now occupied by 
Harrison Smith's Feed Store, west side of Court House square, and had 
the distinction of having the first bay window in the-city. Тһе win- 
dow is still in evidence.
